THE OPIUM REFUGE AT 
PEKING. 
The report of the Opium Refuge at 
Peking for 1878-79, which is incor- 
orated with the report of the Peking 
Hospital which we noticed the other day, 
is the record of a good work which ts 
effecting much substantial benefit 
amongst the Chinese of that quarter. 
The refuge, the report states, was opened 
on the [7th day of the first Chinese 
month of Kwang Hat, 4th year, (I'e- 
bruary 1878). it is a small Buddhist 
Temple, situated inside the Hata gate, 
immediately to the south of the Ame- 
rican Methodist Episcopal Mission. The 
urchase -of the ‘l'emplo was effected of 
¢ Dudgeon, who owns it and for which 
the native Anti-opium Society pays a 
small rent onnua . To make the 
guests’ rooms inhabitable some outlay 
in repairs ond purchase of furniture waa 
apestutly necessary. The two tiers or 
halls occupied by the idols have not been 
disturbed. The building consists of 
three courts and the rooms will accom- 
modate 40 or 50 patients. The Refuge 
is conducted by a committee composed of 
one member from each of the five pro- 
testant missions in the Capital. e- 
ligious services are held regularly each 
day by members’ of the various missions, 
cach mission taking a fixed day. ‘The 
Sabbaths are allotted in the same man- 
ner. ‘Ihe two men in charge are 
Christians, and are chosen in rotation 
from each of the missions and a change 
takes placo every three months. These 
mon also conduct religious exercises 
morning and evening with the in- 
patients. The native churches took up 
the subject warmly at first, and the 
members put down their names for a 
fixed amount each month, the repre- 
sentative of each mission on the com- 
mittee acting as treasurer, This coin- 
mittee met once u month at the Refuge 
to receive a statement of the past 
month's working, examine the books, 
audit accounts, and generally to super- 
intend the working of the establishment. 
A written statement of accounts was 
prepared each month and one copy tor- 
warded to cach mission. A large num- 
ber of tho foreign missionarics who take 
an interest in the anti-opium agitation 
willingly subscribed, either a monthly 
sum or promised to give a yearly 
donation to help forward the work. 
lnrge placard was prepared in Chinesa 
by the committee, printed and widely 
distributed over the city, the sub- 
‘tance of which is given in the 
report. When the Refuge was opened, 
numbers flocked to make enquiries 
or to put down their names for 
admission. During the first few months 
affairs went ov very favourably; there 
were always n dozen iore or less in the 
Refuge at one time, A good im-| 
pression was produced throughout the 
city. Numbers of opium-smokers came 
to buy the medicine at the Refuge, 
secking to throw off the habit at their 
own homes, Religious services were 
held daily, morning and evening. ‘The 
various Missions sent the men appointed 
for their respective days, A service 
was held on Sunday afternoon. Jn the 
morning the in-patients went in a body, 
under the “escort -of-ons of the keepers; 
to the adjoining Methodist Mission 
services, The keepers took their turn, 
as often as was found convenient, in 
attending at their own mission chapel 
further off. During the week and on 
Sundays in’ particular several of the 
foreign missionaries visited the Refuge. 
When medical aid was needed for any 
of the patients, the Medical Man either 
resorted thither or the patients under 
escort were brought to the [Huspital. 
The native church was greatly delighted 
at the reault of the undertaking. “They 
subscribed willingly and liberally durin 
tho first month. Before a second ca 
wag necessary, it was found that the 
soles outside brought in a profit suffi- 
cient to meet all the ordinary expenses, 
The native church from this moment 
‘began to lng in its interest. One or two 
among the natives and foreigners kept 
up their subscriptions, but all the others 
fell into abeyance, not from any unwill- 
ingness to contribute but simply because 
no calls were made upon them, the 
revenue from the sales of pills becoming 
greater and greater. ‘hen the report 
goes into on intricate and long-drawn- 
out explanation of how the black pills 
sold outside vied in popular favour with 
the white pills sold instde, and the com- 
plication this fact gave rise to, all of 
which is of absolutely no interest to the 
casual reader. “The committee’s rule to 
change the man in charge of the place 
every two months did not work well. 
For two months of the hot season there 
were no patients. Then a new pro- 
clamation was issued by the Committes. 
Certain changes were made after a year 
of non-success which it was hoped would 
lace the institution on a firmer basis. 
the great mistake’ was rectified which 
was made at first starting of not having 
two or three Europeans on the Com- 
mittee, although the excnse put forward 
for it has some plausibility in it; there 
was 6 desire on the part of the pro- 
moters not to appear to interfere, and to 
make the Chinese managers feel that 
the Refuge was all their own, The 
institution. being. connected with the 
native Christin churches and the keep- 
ets Christiana, it was supposed that the 
good of the Christian cause at large 
would be the uppermost ideo and that 
all notion of personal ‘advantage would 
obtain no place. Under the new system 
and provisions the Refuge hes accom- 
plished much good,..as the statistics 
show,  The.number of in-patients for 
, 1878: was-.78; for 1870,°.68.°. The 
largest number at one tine was 18; the 
emallest’2,°'The number: of pills cons 
sumed by the patients wos during’ 1878, 
20,0003 the:average number “for each 
pacient ta the. fost sain bey calla 
870, 46,0005: the average number cac 
patient: 686, ‘The. tables: which: ‘show 
the extent of the habit ace interesting. 
In 1878, 48-of the patients smoked 2 
tunce} 22 smoked 3 macoy 8 smoked 4 
mace, and 6 smoked & ‘tac, the aver- 
oge being 2.m;.6.¢.° Of tho 68 pationts 
in 1879, 14. “smoked two. mace, 27 
emoked 3:mace,.

There is also much interest 
attachable to the tables given showing 
the proportion among those who were 
treated ofeating andsmoking. The figures 
show these facts,—80 smoked opium and 
also the ashes; 12 smoked opium and 
ate tho yen paush (extr.) tho smoking 
not being sufficient to satisfy the habit; 
and 26 smoked opium alone. The next 
table shows the time spent in the Refuge 
by the different patients. Tho returne 
for 1878 show an average time in the 
Refuge of 28 rl that of 1879 an aver- 
nge of 14 month, something of which 
kind was to be expected from the pre- 
vious tables, showing the length of time 
the habit had been indulged in, &. 
In 1878 the’continuances in the Refuge 
were as follows,—24 men were 20 days, 
60 men 80 days, 4 men 60 days, and in 
1879, 84 men were 30 days, 30 men 
60 days, and 4 men 90 days. Divided 
according to the field of discaso, if wo 
may uso the expression, those who were 
treated mustered thus: In 1878 there 
were from the province of Chihli,— 
Bannermen (Manchus), 82; and Chinese, 
28 ;and from Shansee, &. Inthe previous 
year, thero were 31 Bannermen, 28 Chi- 
nese, from the province of Chihli, 14 
from Shausee ao 5 from Shantung. The 
out-patients in 1879 were 385, divided as 
follows,—natives of Shantung, 25; of 
Shanseo, 52; Chinese 106; and Banner- 
men, 202. In the previous year they 
numbered 225, making 610 out-patients 
for the two years. The only other para- 
graph in the report refers to the finan- 
ces and is brief. It states that the 
foreign subscriptions for 1878 amounted 
to $80, the native subscriptions to $42, 
the profit on pills sold outside to $160; 
in ah $270, of which there was expend- 
ed $226, leaving a balance of £43, For 
1879, the native and foreign voluntary 
and unasked subscriptions amounted to 
$5; the profit on the sule of pills to 
$193, the expenditure to £213, leaving 
a balance of about 820, not o bad re- 
port, it is remarked, for the firat two 
years, he work that the Refuge is 
doing onght to commend it to public 
support to a much greater extent than it 
apparently doos, We quote, to conclude 
with, these words from the report,—* In- 
stances are almost of daily occurrence, 
of in-patients or out-patients having 
been cured of their long standing babit. 
That some relapses wil eventually take 
place is what may naturally be expected 
especially among young meu who are 
articularly prone to fall.” Again, Dr 
udgoon says,—- The fame of the Re- 
fuge bas spread to inland towns, and in 
one, immediately beyond the inner loop 
of the Great Wall, we have had o suc- 
cession of batches of smokers forwarded 
to the Refuge, the funds for their support 
in many cases being contributed by 
friends, relatives and townsmen to enable 
them to get cured. Such a curse do 
they look upon it that many places ave 
most willing-to do what they can to ex- 
tirpate the evil that has crept so stealthil 
into their quiet eentres.” ‘he 
constitution of the Refuge has been re- 
modelled. Ic is now practically directly 
under Foreign management, the Na- 
tive Committee ceasing to take any 
active interest in it. The Foreign Mis- 
sionaries seem to have rallied round the 
establishment and to be willing to give 
it their countenance and support. Dr 
Dudgeon reports that he is writing a 
special paper on the establishment,

y aman who purchased some cakes and 
on one pretext or another detained her and 
eventually made s prisoner of her. Ho 
then induced her by promises and throats 
to go on board s steamer bound for Rangoon. 
He scoompanted ber, made her over to one 
of tho women referred tu, and then dis- 
appeared. The prosecution fell through 
for want of evidence other than that 
furnished by the girl But it appears to us 
that if Government wero really so jealous 
of the liberty of ita subjects, ax we sre 
loudly reminded on all State oocasions, 
here fs a case in which the evidence might 
easily have been forthooming. Some in- 
quiry might be made as to ber antecedents, 
has sho 8 father or bas she « mother? or 
bas it been ber misfortune, like that of Mra 
Stowe’s Topsy, to havo “‘grow’d?”

Tnws basket under the table were a number 
of priza lists, and 400 or 600 cash with a 
money scale, all of which were seized aud, 
with the prisoners, taken to the station. 

Wong Aluk, a trader, said he got 10 
conta the day before yesterday from a Con- 
stable to purchasa a lottery ticket He 
went to the defendants’ house and bonyht 

ioket from the first prisoner for the sum 


from them, but-one of the men then took 
him by the queue andled him on, Ha was 
with} them for about eloven days during 
which time they moved about from place 
to place, staying at different inns on the 
way, After arriving at a place cal'ed Sin 
Chaw, the two men took him toa houss 
where be first saw the two defendants and 
remained one night, ‘Next morning tho 
defendants took bim and the other four 
boys on board a véscel, and after a 
five daye’ voyage they arrived at Fat 
Shan. They then took another boat and 
went to Canton and afterwards came on 
to Hongkong. He unders'ood the de- 
fendants intended to use them, (the five 
boys) for catching beche-de-mer, ao he and 
one of the other boyw ran away from 
the house where they were living. They 
strayed about the streets until a o natab‘e 
brought them to the station. They had‘ 
been three days in the house before they 
ran away, and once the first defendant 
beat him for trying to escape. The second 
defendant also beat all the boys and held 
his hand over their months no that they 
should not ory aloud. 

At this stage the case was farther 
remanded till Monday next the 16tb,

and hurried outside. Here a number of 
the pupils, hearing of the sentenco, sur- 
rounded him with many expecssions of 
sympathy, snd one administered a large 
dose of opium, in the hope of rendering 
him unconscions before exertion, ‘but tha 
quantity being sufficient for scveral doses, 
only acted ag an emetic, This rendored 
tho old man unable to walk, so a chair was 
called and without farther delay, he was 
hurried off to the execution ground, accom- 
panied by his son,.bis pupils, and a large 
crowd of people, On seeing the execation- 
er, with whom he was well acquainted, he 
asked him as a last favor to take care that 
one blow should suffice; then turning to 
his son, he bade him give the man $2 
after his death, His disciples sproad their 
clothes on the ground to catch his blood, 
and with one blow the head was severed 
from the body. Without a moment's dolay 
the head was sewn on again, and the body 
removet by friends, is wife, on heating 
of what was happening, set off with all 
possible speed to see him once moro alive, 
but arrived only in time to behold hia life.
